ITT. Amounts of Awards 

(1) Three annual awards will be given by the Government 
of India to the writers of three original books written in 
Hindi in the said fields and adjudged best faj order of merit 
by an Evaluation Committee to be constituted as mentioned 
in paragraph V, The Amounts of the awards will be as 
follows : — 

(i) First Award of Rs, 10,000/- 

(ii) Second Award of Rs. 7,000/- 

(iii) Third Award of Rs, 5,000/- 

If in any year original works are not found by the Evalu- 
ation Committee to be of a sufficiently high order any or all 
of the awards may not be given. 

(2) Two annual prizes of Rs, 3,000/- each may be given 
for translations into Hindi of standard books in the aforesaid 
fields in languages other than Hindi undertaken after appro- 
val by the Evaluation Committee subject (o the translation 
being adjudged as of sufficiently high standard by the Evalu- 
ation Committee. 

(3) The Administrative Reforms Wing of the Department 
of Personnel & Administrative Reforms may also entrust with 
the approval of the Evaluation Committee, the writing of 
books in the said fields or translation into Hindi of standard 
works in the said fields in languages other than Hindi to 
persons of eminence and in that case remuneration not ex- 
ceeding Rs. 10,000/- as approved by the Evaluation Com- 
mittee may be paid for such assignments. 
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IV. Salient features of the Scheme 

(1) The Scheme will be administered by the Department 
of Personnel and Administrative Reforms (Administrative 
Reforms Wing). The awards will be made for each calendar 
year beginning with 1981. The Scheme will he open to all 
persons except those employed in the Department of Person- 
nel & Administrative Reforms. 

(2) The books manuscripts and translations submitted 
during a calendar year will be assessed by the Evaluation 
Committee set up by the Department of Personnel and Admi- 
nistrative Reforms (Administrative Reforms Wing) for the 
purpose of awards under this Scheme and the decision of the 
Evaluation Committee shall be final and binding in all res- 
pects and no review or appeal thereof will lie. 

(3) Each book, translation of an original work or manu- 
script submitted for consideration by the Evaluation Com- 
mittee shall invariably be uccompaincd by the prescribed 
entry form duly filled in and signed by the author/lranslator 
and be submitted by the date prescribed by the Depart- 
ment. 

(4) Any book, translation of an original work or manu- 
script which has received any award, subsidy or any other 
financial assistance under any other scheme operated by the 
Government of Ipdia, any State Government or private body 
would not be eligible for consideration of an award under 
this Scheme. 

(5) The authors of original books/manuscripts in Hindi 
in the two aforesaid fields would he entitled to copyright of 
their books. 

(6) No author will be awarded more than one award and/ 
or prize for one calendar year. 

(7) In case the book, manuscript or translation selected 
for award or prize has more than one author, the award or 
prize amount will be distributed equally among the co-authors. 

(8) Notwithstanding the approval of the manuscript or 
translation by the Evaluation Committee, the award or prize 
amounts will be actually disbursed only after the publication 
of book or translation. 

(9) For giving special assignments for getting original 
books written/translatcd in Hindi language the Department 
will enter into a contract with the authors for the said pur- 
pose so as to ensure that the work is completed within the 
agreed time schedule. The time limit once prescribed shall 
not be extended barring in exceptional circumstances. In 

. case of default or the work being found not of adequate 
standard, the Department shall have the right to revoke the 
contract unilateraly and no claim against such revocation 
shall lie. 

(10) In case of special assignments the amount of re- 
muneration shall be disbursed in not more than two instal- 
ments, the amount of each instalment and the stage at which 
it would be disbursed, being determined by the Evaluation 
Committee. 

Where special assignment is given to an author for getting 
original books written in Hindi in the two fields, the Evaluation 
Committee may at its discretion either allow the author to 
have the book published or may ask the Deptt, of Personnel 
& Administrative Reforms (Administrative Reforms Wing) 
to have it published, after it has duiy assessed and approved 
the manuscript. Tn case the assignment is required to be 
published by the Department of Personnel and Administra- 
tive Reforms (Administrative Reforms Wing) the copyright 
will be with that Department and the m inim um number of 
copies of the published books to be purchased by the De- 
partment will be determined by the Evaluation Committee. 

V. The Evolution Committee 

(1) There shall be an Evaluation Committee under the 
department of Personnel and Administrative Reforms (Ad- 
ministrative Reforms Wing) to select and evaluate the books/

In case of any 
vacancy arising on the Evaluation Committee due to resigna- 
tion, retirement or death of any member or otherwise it shall 
be filled in by a person nominated by the Additional Secretary, 
Administrative Reforms Wing, Department of Personnel and 
Administrative Reforms. 

(3) In case a. member of the Evaluation Committee hap- 
pens to be a contestant for award under the Scheme he will 
not be associated with the meetings of the Committee of that 
year in which his book is to be assessed alongwith others. 

(4) The non-official members of the Evaluation Committee 
will be entitled lo travelling allowance /daily allowance as 
admissible under the rules in force issued by the Ministry of 
Finance. 

VI. Functioning, of the Evaluation Committee 

( 1 ) Each year the Department of Personnel and Adminis- 
trative Reforms will issue a notice to be published in leading 
newspapers, both Hindi and English, asking for submission 
of entries for the awards under the Scheme. The notice shall 
inter alia indicate the last date for submission of the entries 
under the Scheme. 

(2) On receipt of the hooks, manuscripts and translations, 
these will be circulated to each member of the Committee 
who will evaluate the same and record his assessment within 
a stipulated period. When the assessments of all the members 
have been received and tabulated, the Chairman of the Com- 
niiflce will convene a meeting of the Jvaluation Committee 
in which the Member Secretary of the Committee shall submit 
to the Chairman the evaluations made by each member for 
taking a final decision for selecting the best entries for award 
under the Scheme, he decisions taken by the Evaluation 
Committee shall be final and binding in all respects and no 
appeal thereof will lie to any authority.

4. (a) The Board will have a term of 3 years from the 
date of its constitution. 

(b) If the seat of non-official member falls vacant, the 
Central Government shall make fresh nomination to fill up 
the vacancy for the unexpired portion of the term of the 
Board. 

5. (a) If a nominated member is not in a position to 
attend the meeting, he will intimate the fact in writing to 
the Chaiimun of the Board. 

(b) The quorum for a meeting of Aie Board shall be 
three. 

(c) Every non-official member attending the meeting of 
the Board or of a sub-committee salt constituted by the Board 
shall be entitled to travelling allowance and daily allowance 
as admissible under the rules or as approved by Central 
Government from time to time. 

(cl) The Salt Commissioner, Jaipur will be the controlling 
officer of the purpose of countersigning of the travelling and 
daily allowance bills of (he non-official members. 

(e) A non-official member may resign his office by a 
letter addressed to the Chairman of the Board. 

(f) Tf a non-official member leaves India, he shull inti- 
mate to the Chairman of the Board, before leaving Jndia, 
the date of his departure from and the date of his expected 
return to India, and, if he intends to be absent from India* 
for a period longer than six months, he shall tender his 
resignation.

(i) The Board shall meet at such place and time as may 
be appointed by the Chairman. 

(j) A notice snail be given to every member present in 
India of the time and place fixed for each ordinary meeting 
at least 13 days before such meeting and each member shall 
be furnished with a list of business to be disposed of at that 
meeting. 

(k) Provided that when an emergent meeting is called by 
the Chairman, such notice shall not be necessary. 

(l) No business which is not on the list, shall be consi- 
dered by a meeting without the prior permission of the 
Chairman of the Board. 

(mt The Chairman shall preside over the meeting of the 
Board at which he is present. If the Chairman is absent 
from any meeting, the Members shall elect a member as 
Chairman and the member so elected shall, at that meeting 
exercise all the powers of the Chairman. 

(n) Every question Ht a meeting of the Board shall be 
decided by a majority of votes of the members present and 
voting on that question: In the case of an equal division 
of votes, the Chairman shall give an additional vote. 

(o) The proceedings of each meeting of the Board 6hall 
be circulated to all members present in India and thereafter 
recorded in a Minute Book, which shall be kept for perma- 
nent record.

3. Functions : 

The function of hte Samiti will be to render advice in 
refund to progressive use of Hindi for official purposse in the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting and its Media 
Units in accordance with the policies laid down by the 
Kendriya Hindi Samiti and the Department of Official Langu- 
age (Ministry of Home Affairs) on the subject. 

4. Tenure : 

The tenure of members of the Samiti will ordinarily be 
three years from the date of re-constitution of the Samiti, 
provided that ; — 

(i) Members of Parliament, who are members of the 
Samiti, shall cease to be members of the Samiti as 
soon as they cease to be Members of Parliament; 

(ii) The ex-officio members of the Samiti shall continue 
as members so long as thoy hold office by virtue 
of which they are members of the Samiti; and 

(iii) If a vacancy arises on the Samiti due to resignation 
or death of a member, the member appointed to 
that vacancy shall hold, office for the residual period 
of the tenure of three years, 

5. General : 

(il The Samiti may appoint such committees, co-opt 
additional cabinet and also Invite experts to attend 
its meetings as may he necessary for assisting it in 
the discharge of its functions. 
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(ii) The Headquarters of the Samiti shall be at New 
Delhi but it may held its meetings at any other place 
also. 

(iii) Non-official members of the Samiti will be paid 
travelling allowance and daily allowance for attend- 
ing the meetings of the Samiti and its sub-committees 
at the rates prescribed by the Government of India 
from time to time and as admissible under rules. 

ORDER
